WHO IS TO BLAMED— A SGllAP 
OF HISTORY. 



We have neither time nor inclina- 
tion to follow' ourcontemporary through 
the weary mazes of his disjointed leader 
of ' yesterday morning. AVo propose 
to deal only with tlio article where it 
endeavors to shift rc.spousibility for a 
great wrong from the shoulders of the 
Walkem Government to those of tho 
Elliott Government, "whom The Col- 
onist supported." In the first place let 
us correct the StmulanV>< history. The 
agitation for a member for C!asbiar be- 
gan in 187-1. Ill tho fall of that year 
a numerously-signed petition was for- 

'ri r wwded.frbm Cassiar.to Mr. "WALKKst — 
who was then Premier- — for representa- 
tion. This petition was followed by 
another, more numerously-signed than 
the first, which was presented to 
Mr. Walkum ill person by tho late 
Dennis Cain and other Gassiar men. 
The House wos.then .in its last session 
before a general election.' ' Mr." Walk- 
EM was then, as now, backed by a ser- 
vile majority, and could have carried a 
liorse and cart through, if ncco.sHaiy. 
Ho promi.sed tho deputation to accede 
to their wishes; but prorogation and 
dissolution took i)laeo without the 
promise having been kept. In the elec- 
tion that followed C;iK.siar had no voice; 
but Kootonay's tweiity-nino voter.s 
went into tho fight with their two 
iiiGnibors accure whih; C'assiar, with 
1,500 voters, was left unrepresented. 
Mr.*;:;WAiiKEM's Governmenfc, came to 
grief in 1876. SlrT Elliott, his suc- 
cfissor, was sliortly waited on by a 
C'assiar deputation and pledged his 
Goveniinciit to iutroiluco a Bill .so as 
to provide Cassiar with a member be- 
fore tho next general election 
camo ; . on. Readers . ■will under- 

'• ^tand that .it is constitutionally 
impossible to alter tho number of 
members of an existing Hou.se. Tlio 
only thing a Government can do is to 
pass a measure that will allect a suc- 
ceeding House. In 1S7S Jlr. I'Illiott 

.: did 'introduce a reformed llopresonta- 
tion Bill. It provided, among other 
things, a member for Cassiar. Against 
tliis measure tlio Opposition (led by 
IStr. Walkem) fought tooth and nail, 
and talked against time. The CJovcrn- 
ment finally withdrew tlio Bill and sub- 
stituted another which.took from Koot- 
enay one meinber and gave liim to Cas- 
siar, created an additional member for 
Westminster, and gave Nanaimo an addi- 
tional member. jNlr. Walkkm was 
still implacable; ho and his party 
talked against time. Mr. Hujipukeys 

■ ■ (pr/3smtv5r6vincial Se^oretary) declared 
; that he would sit in the House till he 

"took root" before he would allow it 

■ to pass. That Bill was also withdrawn 
and Mr. Elliott was forced to appeal 
to the country witli tho representation 
as it has stood since Confederation, He 
was defeated. Last Fall Mr. Walkeji 

i ' met tho House as the leader of the 
Qbverriment, "prepared to.do justice to 
both Nanaimo and Cassiar." 'l^ow ob- 
serve, what follows: Mr. Walkem in- 
troduced a Constitution Amendment 
Bill which provided that when a va- 
cancy shall occur in the representation 
~ of tho " district of Kootenay by the 
\ dmtk^_^igmliqn of one or bolji of 
" "tto'"'niemS«'s" Cassiar should be entitled 
to be reiiresented in the Assembly by 
one member. The Bill further pro- 
vided tliat wlien a vacancy occurred in 
the representation of tlie district of 
Oowichan "by t\\c death or resignation of 
one or both of its members" the district 
of Nanaimo "shall thereupon bo entitled 
to be represented in the said Assembly 
by two members," etc., etc. It will be 
seen that no provision was made for a 
tthange of representation in case of the 
dissolution of the House. Are we not 
right in saying that the Bill was iutro- 
iliiced for the purpose of pulling wool 
over Mr. Aurajik' and tlie Cassiar 
miners' eyes'! Were the present 
House to be dissolved to-morrow Na- 
naimo would limp into the next House 
on one foot, and Cassiar would not 
have a Icgisiativo leg to stand on. If 
any curious person will refer to the 
legislative reportsand acts of parliament 
of last session lio will find that this 
statement is literally correct; and if he 
will refer to the reports of the House 
jn'oceediugs of IMouday he will dis- 
..coyer that the member for Nanaimo 
has actually introduced a Bill ''by per- 
missfon of the Government" to amend 
the Bill of last session so as to secure 
Nanaimo and Cassiar ])roper represen- 
tation in case of tiie "dissolution of tho 
House." Will the Siandanl say that 
tho ])resent Government is not to 
blame for tho Act of Last session which 
is about to be amended, when the le- 
cords'sh"bw''that' it was the Attorney- 
General wlio introduced it? Let us look 
at tho Standard'ti leader from another 
standpoint for a moment: A regret is 
expressed that spciiker.s and news[)uiiers 
who counsel resistance to tyranny (the 
Standard calls it law), cannot be pros- 
ecuted. King John regretted that he 
could not "siiiflicate" the Baron who 
wrung from him the ]\Iagna Charta; 
and the bravos of the Junius era 
sought in vain for that bold v.-ritor lio- 
eause ho believed that resistance to 
tyranny is obcJienco to GoD. Tho 
present Provincial Secretary (Mr. 
Hu.MPnuEYs) was kicked out of the 
Legislative Council of tho old colony 
of British Columbia for words spoken 
at a public meeting ! and, strange to 
say, tho member of the Council who 
moyed ;^.:;Jiai£,expulsion i.s to-day 
one'^ 'of •' *his ' Colleagues in the 
Ministry— ^viz: tlio Hon. G. A. 
Walke-m. Polities make strange 
bedfellows; and tho man who 
two or three years ago had ])n;dictc(l 
that To.M /md Gi;or.c;E would bo found 
dozing side by side on the same irmr,- 
ury benches would have been scouted 
as a false propliet. No doubt our con- 
temporaiy is 'sorry tliat Gag Laws 
are not in force here, and that a JofTrics 



is not on the Bench to administer 
thcni. But- freedom of action and 
speccii are secure wherever the old dag 
floats; and men have a right to express 
their sentiments thrpugh the press and 
from the public rostriim without fear of 
interference from the satraps of a 
would-be tyrannical Government. Tho 
miners of Cassiar assert that taxation 
without representation is tyranny. 
What would the people of Victoria say 
wore they deprived of representation ; 
if they saw all their revenues spent in 
otherparts of tho Province; if their lives 
were placed in peril and they had to 
pay starvation rates for provisions 
because their roads were in a bad con- 
dition; if ignorant and unpopular offi- 
cials were forced upon them by a tyran- 
nical Govemmenf! Well, we don't 
think they would saij much, but they 
would do a great deal. Now wo do 
not counsel the minors of Cassiar tore- 
volt when wo say that.,yieVvh)lTo| been 
treated shamefully. AVe do not" coun- 
sel them to pay no taxes when we de- 
clare that their war-cry of ."taxation 
without representation is tyranny" is 
right. We do not counsel tliem to pay 
no taxes until they aro represented. 
But we do say thatt'unlos8i;0asaiar's 
grievances are redressed— and that 
speedily-r-a regiment of soldiers will 
havo'to be^^ imported into tho district 
next summer before the Government 
will bo enabled to gather in its im- 
posts. "If this bo treason, make tho 
most of it."^„ . , •

Editor Colonist: — I am at a loss 
to conceive by what .system of logic you 
have arrived at tho conclusion that " it 
is })ropo.sed"' in the "School .Report, 
1877-78," "to charge atuitionfeoforad- 
niissiou to the high schgol" or to "close 
it altogether." The words of the report 
aro: — "I leave tho question of higher 
education until tho improved character 
of the schools and the country permits 
its being taken into consideration." 
Tlie late Superintendent of Education 
was never charged by you or by tho 
friends of free education with tho crime 
of having an " illiberal tone" in his re- 
ports or of proposing "i>y insidious 
moans" the undermining of "tho insti- 
tution he was selected to conserve," and 
yet the following passage is found in 
one of his reports, "Tho question as to 
whetlier High Schools should : bo en- 
tirely supported by the grant , for., edu- 
cational purposes, or whiether ' they 
should only be aided, i* an o[)on one 
upon which I shall not enter. Tiiat 
poor but talented and deserving pupils 
should havo easy admission' to'" them 
few will deny. It is quite a debatable 
point, however, as to how far the pro- 
perty of all oughty to be taxed to pay 
for the higher education of a ftiw." He 
was apparently unaware of tho danger 
to which ho exposed free education by 
a statement so open and aindid and 
one, too, coming from an authority so 
high. I niay then safely ask with him 
wherein lies the danger? The ])eoplo 
of Ontario allow tuition fees to be paid 
in their high schools; are they, there- 
fore, tho enemies of free education ? 
Aro the States of Massachusetts, New- 
York and California opposed to free 
education 1 They, too,, agitato .through 
their highest functionaries the question 
into whose discussion I declined to en- 
ter. 

You next review the proposition to 
change the mode of support of schools. 
As you oppose any change, the ])i-e.scnt 
poU^ax system must meet with your 
appi'obation, and so must also the pro- 
ceedings oftlio "Bashi-Bazouks -who aro 
at this moment scouring tlie country 
districts for the jjurposc of collecting a 
tax " whose " burthen has been iti some 
cases found insupportable." IIom- po- 
jiular free education must become un- 
tlcr such a system. You are evidently 
not aware that a poll-tax is the most 
effectual means of rendering odious to 
the great mass of the people that ob- 
ject for tho furtherance of which it is 
collected. I have suggested the adop- 
tion of a system similar to the systems 
found to work so satisfactorily in the 
other Provinces and States of this con- 
tinent and therefore I have proposed as 
you .say "to enlarge the area of taxa- 
tion" and to "impose anew tax on the 
projierty of i)eople who arc already 
over-bui'dened with imposts so as to 
cause them to appreciate the necessity 
of free schools." My suggestions aro 
too "crude" to have any weight, I 
therefore again appeal to the late Super- 
intendent and quote from tho same re- 
port as that to wdiich I have already 
referred, the follow-ing passage : 
''Want of interest in Sehooln hij Truntei's and 
Farcnts. 

" In many districts, a deplorable want 
of interest is manifested by Trustee 
J3oardB and parents ^ iii the ■ success and 
progress of their schools. It is difficult, 
in some instances, to got their annual Rc- 
jjort cvon imperfectly filled up ; while the 
teacher i.s left entirely to ins or lier dwn 
devices, not only in tho conduct of the 
school, but in many things that oiiglit to 
be looked after by tho Trustees. Willing- 
ness to co-opoi-ato with tho Government 
in keeping theachool buildings in repair, 
or iniprovingxlioni, sooms to bo diminish- 
ing rather than increasing : so much so 
that if a tree in a daiigeroua position ro- 
quiros to bo cut down, a log rolled out of 
tho w.ay, a pioco of fouciug to be done, or 
a picket to bo nailed up, tho school grant 
must 1)0: taxed to do it. I have often 
been met with tho reply, when suggesting 
tlio propriety of tliose interested, or v.-lio 
ijuglit to be intoi'catod in tho success of 
public schools, doin.L,' something in aid of 
preparing a lot for tho erection of a school 
house, putting up a wood shed, orni.aking 
a piece of fencing, " Oh, tho Government 
should pay for overything,4h'oy" are well 
able to do it." People seem to forget that 
in other provinces and countries there ia 
such a thing as direct and oven local tax.a- 
tion for educational purposes, and that 
tho nianifest.'ition of such a spirit may, 
sooner or later, induce tho Government 
and Legislature to cousidoi; tlie advisabili- 
ty of levying such a trb^* not only- for tlio: 
purpose of increasing the- revenue-: of tlio 
rrovinco, but to give trustees, p.arcnls 
and othoi-s a direct interest in curtail- 
ing expenditure and economizing school 
funds." !,-n .V--' ■■ .'CS 

It now rests with you . to^'^-point . 



and tho distinction between tiie reasons 
which have led us to the same conclu- 
sion. 

I omit for obvious reasons the ques- 
tions propounded by you relative to 
" tho supreme authorit}' in school mat- 
ters," and proceed to that part of your 
editorial in which you charge mo with 
saying that " in granting certificates to 
teachers the Board were guilty of par- 
tiality." In self defence I give the 
Avords of my report bearing upon this 
point: — "The four mathematical papers 
were made the subject of a petition to 
tho Board of Education praying that 
body to allow full marks to all who 
had answered 50 per cent, of the papers 
in airithmetic, algebra, euclid, and men- 
suration. It is probable that the prayer 
of this petition -^vas granted, as in some 
instances certiticatos one grade higher 
than that really earned were granted." 
(Page 180.) " Tho impression is also 
abroad among teachers that certificates 
liavc not been altogether impartially 
given and upon tho merits "of papers 
submitted by candidates, and I can, at 
least so far as this year, 1877-78, is 
concerned, certify to the correctness of 
this impression." (Pago 238.) I leave 
your-readers to draw tlu'ir own deduc- 
tions from these passages, and to judge 
as to whether your remarks upon this 
part of my report are at all justifiable. 

You next attaclc my proposition to 
grant trustees full power to disnuss 
teacher.s. Instead of nieoting my rea- 
sons for- recommending that proposition 
you arc" found " seizing upon street 
scandal and solemnly expressing your 
belief in its truth." Vou charge ine 
with making scandalous insinuations 
against the|Jlate Board of Education 
and write a homily on tho subject. Im- 
mediately thereupon you proceed to 
make discreditable charges against all 
tho Boards of Trustees in the Province. 

The late members of tlie Boai'd of 
Education are ainjily able to protect 
themselves and retpiire no ])rotector. 
Can as nuieh bo said of tho several 
Boards of Trustees 1 I shall in a few- 
days answer the further remarks you- 
have made on my crude suggestions 
and misquotations.

MEMORANDA. 

Tlio l>k Kover of llie SfO-s left the West India docks 
Sept. 'Jiilli, 1S73, :iml tlio Downs Oct. id; liad favor- 
ablu wlnils out of the Kii','liali Channel, but met with 
Buvero e:ilcsfroni tlio S.W. winds otf tlio Bay of Biscay 
and the coast of rortii:,'al; crossed the line Nov. 2nU; 
to the southward of tliu HUer I'latte h.id slronff gales 
ol wind and hlKli sras, wliidi lasted tweh u days and 
which impeded j>ro^'rcss greatly, licsidcs w.ishin),' 
away gallant bulwarlis, hcada;car and all move-ibli's 
on deck. Passed through the Straits of Lc Maire 
Dec. 'ilst and Cape Horn four days after; oCf the Capo 
met wiUi fair weather generally; occupied somitcen 
days front .'50' S. iat. in the Atlantic to tlia same lat. 
In tlie V.-icitU-. In the I'acillc mot with fltic summer 
weather throiiul'.oul; i rossed tiu' equator on tlie 'Jnd 
Feb. and made the Htrailsof Tiica on the 20th, after 
a passatjo of l id days from land to land. Worked up 
the Straits nearly as far as Pillar I'oint, when it fell 
calm and the vessel was driven back with tho ebb 
tide as far as Ncali liay when the w indspran^' up from 
tlio S.E. anil increased to a hard ;,'alc. At 3 o'clock 
on Saturd.ay n'orninjf tlio wind shifted suddenly to the 
louthward In a violent stinall, attondeil with freiiuont 
vivid flashes of lightnlni; and jieals of thunder, tho 
yards and niastlieaus belli!;, as it were, illuinlnated 
with carposants durin;; the wholo time; at S o'clock 
tliu wind veered to the S.W. until 8 o'clock when it 
hauled again to S.S.E., and bcinir unnb'.e to weatlier 
Eaco Rocks bore uji tiiroush licntinik l'assR:,'aJand 
finally broticht up in Esquimau harbor at UioO a.m. 
on Sunday; 2nd March.

The bill was read a firal time; second 
reading on Friday next. 

yUESTION.S. 

Mr. Bennett asked the Chief Commis- 
sionor of Lands — In tho matter of tlio 
grant by the Indian Commissioners to tlio 
Okanagan Indians, of certain lands at 
Okanagan, occupiuit and claimed by Mr. 
C. O'Koefe (correspondence concerning 
which was laid before tho House last ses- 
sion), is it the intention of tlio Govern- 
ment to take any action to eU'ect a settle- 
ment of tho disputed title to said lands! 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho had exam- 
ined tho correspondence and at present 
could not quite answer tho question, but 
was of opinion that the commissioners had 
no power to make the grant. 

ADMIXISTRATION 01' JU.STICK. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem in moving tho scc- 
oncl reading of this Inll said it was tho on- 
ly attempt made in the Province for law 
reform. Tlie bill had been submtttcd to 
the Judges and legal men of tho Province, 
nearly all of whom .igrood that it was a 
good bill. Tho bill was taken from a bill 
passed in England in 1873, but which was 
amende^d in 1875, and thon .again 1877; so 
the :Hpu8e .could -BOO frpmjthoso ^what was 
needful for the Province. Rules are laid 
down in it which vrill put an end to mul- 
tiplicity of law actions, and also dotine 
tho duties of tho various courts. Ho 
would not ask the House to commit tho 
bill, but only to agree with the principles 
embodied in it..' ^Amendments could bo 
made'mcommiiitee^if found ndcdssary. It 
was riot the intention of the Government 
to make tho bill a law at once, but to 
leave time to consider it ns they hoped to 
make it a good and sound iiioasiire. 
-'-Mr. Smithe, who had just taken his 
seat, regretted not having' Jicard the At- 
torney-Genorara speech in favor of the 
bill as it was possible ho might raise ob- 
jection.? to tho measure which had been 
anticipated and o.xplaincd by tho intro- 
ducer. Ho had given the bill some atten- 
tion when it was introduced throe weeks 
ago, but was sorry that the press of com- 
mittee work had prevented him from ro- 
freshing his memory by a more recent 
study of its provisions. Ho would say 
that tho portion of it whicli provided for 
tho morgnig of law and equity lio qnito 
approved of, but ' thought that object 
might have boon attained in a simpler 
manner. .Tliia\bill*app6iirodiasi of a for- 
midable character, but really five-si.xths 
of the entire Act Avas subject to bo altered 
and possibly reversed by order in council. 
Ho pointed out that a largo majority of 
the clauses read, subject to rules, of court 
suci} and nuch sljould bo tho procoeduro, 
Ho really tbouglit tho terra rtile of court, 
80 far as it applied to tliat bill, was a mis- 



nbiner7tt'"should be rule of council, or 
more correctly;still, ruleof, Attomey-Gon- 
ei-.il's ollice. ^4^]S3isc^]^rti<%/o$.itiie bill 
was only provisibnal'and-'was liable to bo 

entirely changed within a few d.iys or a 
few weeks of its passing tho House by so- 
called rules of court niado by order in 
council to that eflect. Ho criticised vex'y 
severely the 25th clause of tho bill, which 
he said was to mako tho Supremo Court 
of the Province entirely subject to the 
Attorney-General of tho day, whoso will 
in all mattei's appertaining to tho adminis- 
tration of justice, so far at any rate as 
procedure in our Supreme Court 
was concerned, would be paramount 
to all else. He iisked hon. members to 
consider whether it w'ero not a step in tho 
vrrong direction tb make our judges sub- 
mit to tho whim or caprico'of an' Attorney 
General. Ho did not, ho said, refer par- 
ticularly to the present incumbent of that 
ofKce. Ho, at least, had much experi- 
ence both as a politician antl as a lawyer, 
but it might bo quite possible that in tho 
future a young and inexperienced man 
might hold that office,' as we had to niako 
use of such matei'ial as the House furnish- 
ed. He spoke generally, and would say 
that ho thought under any circumstances 
it was a dangerous power to place in tho 
luiiids of a political party. He p(.'inted 
out how tho act would make it necessary 
for sliding rules of court to bu mado and 
how one clause of tho bill appeared to 
conflict with other clauses. Ho also 
pointed out how it would be possible for 
tho Attorney-General to mako a judge 
smart for deciding a cause contrarj' to tlio 
interest or dosiro of tho Government. 
And how it would bo possible to seiid 
away a judge thought to be adverse to the 
Government in a cause about to be 
brought before tho court by them, and of 
course, rica versu, to keoj) a judge to try 
tho suit who was thouglit to bo favorable 
to tho Government's view of tho case, 
lie thought provision should be made to 
allow an appeal in every cii.so fi-Diu the 
decision of a single judge v. hether sitting 
in chambei's or in full court to a full 
bench'of three judges. This the bill did 
not provide for. Ho also thought that 
provision should bo made for the trial of 
a cause whenever it might bo ready and 
not leave it as it now is, that a suit can 
only be entered when the assizes are held, 
twice a year. If a change were mado in 
this respect it would tend to expedite tlie 
settlement of disputes and no doubt re- 
duce expense. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that .as long as 
they have responsible Government the 
Attorney-General or Government was re- 
sponsible to the House, and ho could not 
for a moment fancy cither stopping to 
wrangle witli judges or rulers of court, 
and fis to sending a judge into an inhos- 
pitable district because ho might not give 
a judgment such as tho Ciovcriimcnt of 
tho day would wish, it was absurd. 

Mr. Ash said none of the clan.sos in tlio 
act were contrary to the British North 
America Act, and ho thought it quite 
right that'the provisions of the act should 
be passed. ' Ho could not think for one 
moment that any Gdvdrnment would bp 
found to attempt to act tyrannically wth 
the judges. 

Mr- !Mara said this act was too deep for 
him to attempt to enter into and ho 
thought other members of tho House 
were in the :samo, dilemma as himself, 
and therefore" the sole responsibility must 
rest with tho Attorney-General. Ho 
would suggest that any alterations or sug- 
gestions the Attorney-General might have 
to mako should be printed and distribut- 
ed to the members, so that they might 
give them their consideration. Ho was 
not in favor of the judges being controll- 
ed by a political power (hoar, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said this act was 
to remove certain incongruities and 
irregularities at present existing in the 
administration of law in this Province, 
and lie thought it would bo well to pass 
tjie act proposed, The law in British Co- 
lumbia at present is unintelligible, not 
only to outbidoi'H, but even to the lawyers 
thomsolvcs. Decisions are never reduced 
to writing by the judges and it is at pres- 
ent unknown to what extent the power 
of the judge goes. This he thought should 
bo understood at once. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho had made 
very important suggestions, which de- 
served consideration, and wished the bill 
to stand over, 

KOOTBNAV HCAND-VL, 

Mr, Vernon rose to a question of priv- 
ilege to enquire why all tlio paiiors and 
correspondence in ctmnoction with the 
Kootenay enquiry had not been laid be- 
fore the House. Neither the report of 
the commissioners nor the evidence had 
been handed in to tho Printing Committee 
or to the House. Tho lion, geiitlcm.an 
then pointed out that by constitutional 
practice it was the duty of tho Speaker 
to communicate to tho House everything 
in connection with tho matter without any 
resolution as the charges had been mado 
in tho HouBo .ind tho commission appoint- 
ed under its authority. It was most de- 
sir.'vble that a public record should be 
preserved of the entire occurrence. Last 
■lessidu tlie corroBpondonco on this subject 
li;ul not been laid before the House until 
tho very day it was prorogued. 

ASHKSS.MIiNX ACT. 

Jlr. Beaven introduced an act to amend 
the Assessment Act of 1870 and 1877 and 
bo moved that it be considered by a com- 
mittoo of tho whole House, Mr. Gallagher 
in the chair, 

Mr. Smithe had expected that the bill 
would deal with the 25 per cont. imposed 
by the act of last session and regretted 
that such was not the case. lie said tho 
Minister of Finance bad led him to 
think that he intended to abulisli tliat ob- 
noxious impost when, at the beginning of 
the sessioni he had. introduced a bill to 
extend the time at which taxes became 
delinquent, and when ho (Mr. B.) urged 
Iiaato in passing the moasuro without 
waiting to make amondmonts, on tho 
ground that tho Govornment wished to 
notify tho collectors in tho various dis- 
tricts and for the additional reason that 
th« Qovamment intended to bring down 
another bill to further amend the act. 
This, ho supposed, was tho bill, but it 
was a delusion and ho would urge in tho 
strongest possible manner the necessity 
for taking off the 2q per cent, 

Mr. Williams thougbt.25 pop.cont. was 
a just imposition,., Jf-'i, i^:'; '' ■ 

Hon. Mr. Beaven tbouglit this' imposi- 
tion of .25 per cent, was not an injustice. 

Hon, Mr. Walkem — This Government 
has been called tho twonty-fivo por cont. 
Government. In California the fine is 
five por cont. on delinquent taxes. 

Mr. Evans said the late Government 
were to blame as-well ns tho present Gov- 
ernment. , , . .. - . . 

Mr. Smithe denied the assertion, and 
said tho imposition was enormous; 18 por 
cent, was added to tho 25 por cont., and 
ho boliovad tho tax would bo paid as 
quickly if tho penalties had not been Im- 
posed at all, and tho whole burthen foil 
on the struggling settlers. 

Mr. Wilson-: tHouglit .the ..per cent, 
was a juat imposition p.a it eau-'Jod tho tax 
to come ill rapidly. Ho did not think 
tho "poor, struggling settlers" ptvid inuch 
taxes. He referred to tlio list of asscsS' 
mo'nts to Bhow how little they paid. In 



some Ciiaes tho tax was only 25 cents; he 
did not think the twenty-five cent gentle- 
man would sutler much from' jiio= 25 per 
cent, charges to the delinquent. He 
thought it was very bad taste of the mem- 
ber for Cowichan to come into tho House 
and find fault with tho imposition of 25 
per cent. 

Mr. Smithe said the member for Vic- 
tors might oxercise his small wit in refer- 
ence to persons who only pay 37^ cents or 
25 cents, and it may be very f tinny to 
talk about lightning calculators to esti- 
mate tho 25 per cent, in such cases; tho 
principlo was tho same whether it was 25 
cents or §25, but -when he (Mr. S.) spoke 
of tho struggling settler upon whom it 
bore so heavily, ho did not mean the men 
who havo only 25 cents to jiay. It must 
be borne in mind tliat many a settler who 
had valuable acres and plenty of stock 
was, under tho existing depression of the 
agricultui'al industry, hard pushed to ob- 
tain on the 31st of June tho wherewitlual 
to p.ay his taxes, and iii such a case tho 
addition was unjust and unnecessary. 
Tho 18 per cent, interest -was ample to at- 
tain the object tho Govornment had in 
view without the«25 por cent. ■ being im- 
posed. The argument, if argument it 
could be c.illed, that it saved expense of 
collection, was only apparent. Ho re- 
ferred to tho delinquent ta.x sales that had 
taken place recently whoru half inches of 
lots had been sold. Ho would lika Mr. 
Wilson to tell him how many cents of tax 
would be assessed next year against these 
half inches (laughter), and if they should 
become delinquent what part of half an 
inch would bo sullicent to pay tho delin- 
quent ta.x thereiin, Ho thought tho 
lightning calculators woukl bu in demand, 
by tho assessors, anil instead of it saving 
the assessor's work, it will require a per- 
fect army to do tho assessing of those A 
iuehcs by tho time threo.orjour more do- 
lincpient tax sales shall havo taken place, 
(hear, hoar). Tho land registry oflico 
would also havo to bo enlarged and a stall" 
of clerks employed to meet tho additional 
demand for registration of these estates 
measured by iuehua. 

Mr. Evans thought the agricultural in- 
terest bf Oowiolmn deserved very little no- 
tice. 

Mr. Jlara — Tho attempt to amuse tho 
House at the oxiiense of Cowichan was 
out of place. He did not think a sensi- 
ble word had been spoken in defence of 
tho 25 per cont. Some uorsona had cat- 
tle and croxis, and because they failed to 
sell them in tirae,„were i: forced) to pay tlie 
25 per cent. It was all very well to talk 
about tho amount being small, but if a 
man has not the money in his pocket, 
tho hardship is tho same whether it bo §5 
or .*20 that ho lacks, and tho 25 per cent, 
added to whatever amount" it is, must be 
felt to be an injustice. Ho. thought^ tbe 
imposition of such d'ponalty was tyranni- 
cal. 

Mr. Evans said tho f.armor should do 
as tho miner duos. In his (Mr. E's.) di.<i- 
trict miners had to borrow the price of a 
licence; farmers should do tlio same. 

Mr. Wilson was surprised to hear such 
a sensible man as the lion, nieiubor for 
OoV^cban say so much against .JthO i^impot^ 
sition of the 25 per cent. It was the 
moans of bringing in the t.ax rapidly. 
Cowichan had nothing to complain of. If 
thoro was 50 percent, put on, it would 
make very little difference to tho people 
of that district. 

Mr. Vernon said that Mr. Wilson ap- 
peared to spend nil his tiSio making ab- 
struco calculations about Cowichan. Tlie 
refevonco mado to Cowichan would apply 
with the s:iino justice to many other dis- 
tricts and w.as entirely aside from the 
question before tho House. With respect 
to tho remarks of tho leader of tha Gov- 
ernment it was <vell-known that in 1875, 
on tho ovo of a general election, contracts 
were given out with the greatest reckless- 
ness all over tho Province, and at the 
time ho entered tho Land Oflice it was 
besieged with contractors clamoring for 
their money. Some of these contracts 
had boon given out when tho roads had 
been surveyed with a foot or more of 
snow on tho ground, and the first six 
months of his time, when Chief Com- 
missionor, had boon occupied with settling 
difliculties created by his predecessor. 
Tho hon. genlleman pointed out how the 
Elliott Government bocamo roaponsiblc 
for the debta of tho Walkem Government, 
instaijcing tho purchase of some $^3,500 
dollars worth or machinery for tho coiler- 
dam by the Walkem Govornment and 
which arrived in E.scpiiiiRlt shortly after 
tho Elliott CJovenuucnt camo into power. 
Hon. gentlemen opposite know well that 
had they not pledged : tho subsidy they 
would have been compelled to close the 
Land Oflico. 

Mr, Helgoson thought tho dock was 
better than all tho bunch grass produced 
in Yalo district. 

Mr. i3cavcn rcfarrcd to a clause in the 
bill which authorizes an olUcor to remit a 
tax if tho pprsop wHo. fljves. cannot pay. 
He denied that there was such a demand 
for money at the time l^Ir, Vernon came 
into oflicc. The simple proposition be- 
fore the House W. this bill and it would bo 
found a u;;efal niaa.suro, 

After a severe crossfiro had boun kept 
up for sometime between Mr. Vernon and 
the Premier, in which the J'inance.Minia- 
ter took part occasionally, about matters 
foreign to tho principlo of the bill, tho 
committee rose and reported the bill, 
which was then read a lirst time, second 
reading on Wodnoaday noxt.

The Pacilic Coast Steamship Company 
has been busy at work altering the old 
steamer Bolivar and refitting her for tho 
coast traffio'imder j^e'!^^nier-bf Victoria. 
Tho work has been d'oneT under the super- 
intendcncy of Martin Bulger, who has 
boon so diligent that ho had hor ready for 
launching this noon. Accordingly, in- 
vitations were issued by tho company to 
numerous persons to be present and wit- 
ness that interesting event. Agrcc.iblo to 
this, about 100 prominbnt'gentlemon con- 
nected with tho different steamship com- 
panies and their fair friends repaired at 
twelve o'clock to the tug Monarch, which 
Lay at the company's -wharf, foot of Broad- 
way, ready to convoy them to tho scone.
